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The Class of Nineteen 


In September of 1944 a group of 8th graders were suddenly jolted into the serious task of securing a 
high school education for themselves as high school Freshmen. This group became known as the “Class 
of 1948"', a class with a destiny to be written in emblazoned letters in the annals of East Rochester 
High School.
